WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 


Harry F. Byrd, D-Va., said today 
the Internal Revenue Service will 
have to answer to Congress if it 
rule's that 
tractors-for-prisoncrs 


donations are tax deductible. 


President Kennedy called on 


Wednesday for contributions to a 
private committee he helped or- 
ganize to buy 500 tractors to send 
to Cuba's Fidel Castro in ex- 
change for 1,200 prisoners taken 
in the ill-fated invasion. 


The statement touched off bit- 


ter debate in the Senate Wednes- 
day night, with the Democratic 
leaders d e f e ' n d i n g Kennedy's 
stand against Republican critics. 


As a part of a policy in which 


Kennedy said the government is 
"putting forward neither 
obsta- 


cles nor assistance to this wholly 
private effort," the President not- 
ed that "tax exemption is grant- 
ed as a matter of course to any 
'charitable' organization engaged 
ia the rehabilitation and assist j 
ancc of needy refiugises.'V • •••:. 


Challenging this, Byrd said rep- 


resentatives of the IRS will be 
called before the Senate Finance 
Committee, which he heads, to 
justify any such formal ruling. 


"A ruling of this kind would 


be a distortion of existing regula- 
tions," Byrd said. "This is not 
charity, it is blackmail." 


The IRS has drafted a letter 


to the citizens committee, pre- 
sumably saying that it can have 
the tax deduction privilege if it 
meets certain conditions. 


Sen. John J. Williams, R-DcL, 


said in a separate interview that 
until the IRS makes its ruling for- 
mally, Kennedy's statement that 
contributions would be tax exempt 
is not binding. 


In other developments, news- 


paper publisher John S. Knight 
Wednesday declined an invitation 
to join the Tractors for Freedom 
Committee. 


Knight, publisher of the Detroit 


Free Press, Miami Herald, Akron 
(Ohio) Beacon Journal and Char- 
lotte (N.C.) Observer and News 
said he received the invitation in 
a telegram from the committee. 
Invitations were sent to 50 prom- 
inent people, the committee said. 


In his telegram from Detroit to 


the committee, Knight said, "I 
vigorously oppose any deals, how- 
ever well intended, which would 
strengthen Costro in Latin Amer- 
ica and subject the United States 
to further scorn and ridicule," 


In Chicago, Eleanor Roosevelt, 


a committee cochairman, said a 
group of "experts in agriculture 
and machinery" will go to Cubo 
—probably next week—to deter- 
mine what type of tractors Cas- 
tro wants.

for brush fire wars and paramili- 
tary (guerrilla) operations. 


The President committed the 


nation to take "a clearly leading 
role in space achievement"—a 
blunt notice to the Soviet Union 
that this country intends to make 
a contest of the race to the moon 
and planets. 


"For 
while we cannot guaran- 


tee that we shall one day be first, 
we can guarantee that any failure 
to share this effort will make us 
last," the President said.

home posts during the day.

tors influenced this decision."

National Guard in Montgomery, 
the protective actions taken by 
the Alabama State Police, and 
"the assurances we ' have re- 
ceived from the Alabama delega- 
tion—its senators and congress- 
men—as well as from leading 
citizens and officials and finally 
the strong legal action we have 
taken in liio last few days." 


The legal action referred to the 


order obtained from the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Montgomery enjoin- 
ing the Ku Klux Klan and others 
from interfering with interstate 
travel through Alabama. 


Kennedy said that with the dis- 


persal of the major portion of the 
imported marshals, Deputy Atty. 
Gen. Byron White, who has been 
in charge of them at the Air 
Force base, will return to Wash- 
ington before the end of the day.

After that, he caught the 
eye of Abraham Lincoln, 


who was then a presidential 
candidate (July, I860). Ells- 
worth become a student in 
Lincoln's law o f f i c e and 
later served as a member of 


the President's cscoff from 
Springfield to Washington, 
D.C., where Lincoln went in 
February, 1861, to assume 
the presidency. E l l s w o r t h 
was considered t h e m o s t 
pleasant and watchful mem- 
ber of the group. Before the 
w a r b r o k e out, Ellsworth 
suggested thaf a militia 
•buraou be set up and that 
he be made its chief. How- 
ever, with the coming of the 
war, Ellsworth volunteered 
his services, trained mem- 
bers of New York City's fire 
department in ZouaVac drill 
and led them to Washing- 
ton to await action. On May 
24, ?86l, when the North 
occupied Alexandria, Va., 
Ellsworth was killed at the 
age of 24 by a Confederate 
sympathizer.
